Public Works
e Projects:

o The contractor for the LC-17 is pouring concrete on Channel # 2, finishing the grading of 3,000
linear feet of creek channel, started placing topsoil, designing and building 450 linear feet of
main channel, and demolishing the parking area by police station.

o Blacksmith Lane & Wagon Spoke Sewer/Water Main Replacement — contractor has completed
the replacement of the water and sewer mains and is now backfilling the street. We expect
completion by the end of this week.
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Leon Valley Street Maintenance Year 2 — the company is starting on the ADA sidewalk ramp
construction and will then seal coat Forest Meadow.

Staff is finalizing the designs for the custom art proposed for the bus shelters at the library and
the park.

Bexar County Flood Control will be performing a mill & overlay of El Verde Road, once the
LC-17 construction has been completed. They will also realign the drainage swales on the sides
of El Verde Road so that proper drainage of the street is restored.

Shade structures for the large playground at Raymond Rimkus Park are being installed. The
contractor ran into several conflicts with water and sewer lines, so they will be delayed for
another week or two.

Staff is working with CPS Energy and ClearResult to identify ways the City can reduce their
energy usage at city facilities.

Staff is working with IDS Engineering for a solution to the algae in Huebner Creek at Raymond
Rimkus Park. The bridge culverts required that we lower the creek bed, which is causing the
pooling next to the walking path. An additional concern is a SAWS recycled water main leak in
the creek just above the bridge. SAWS has been out, promises to repair, and we will continue to
place mosquito biscuits in the creek until we can solve our problem.

Reconstructing sidewalk and driveway approach on Stirrup Lane.

Repairing asphalt on Andres Salazar.

Will be installing benches around the pathway and the equipment, then trash/recycling containers
will be delivered.

Repairing the walking path at Old Mill Park — the recycled millings are falling apart. Also
installing trash/recycling kiosks.

Pressure washing sidewalks and patios at both centers and the library.

Closing out both pools for winter.

Constructing improvements at The Ridge at Leon Valley Park.

Trimming trees along Evers.

Installing recycle bins at parks.

Replacing water valves in the Sun Valley neighborhood.

Repairing sprinklers at Community and Conference Centers.

Blowing out dead end water mains.

Repairing water and sewer lines in Raymond Rimkus Park under playground.

Performing annual backflow inspections.

Creating water and sewer main replacement plan.

Performing Preventative Maintenance on all Public Works vehicles and equipment.

Complete Count Committee for Census 2020 Meeting! (community) — The Census Committee has
made some great decisions to continue our Census 2020 Committee workplan progression. The Census
Committee selected the campaign slogan “In Leon Valley You Count!” Thank you to Mr.
Spriescerbach for his excellent slogan idea. Chairperson, Rebecca Barron-Flores will create an
electronic calendar of existing Leon Elementary School events, so that we may add other Leon Valley
events to the calendar. This will provide us the opportunity to effectively utilize these existing events to
raise Census 2020 awareness. We also discussed planning a Census 2020 Educational Campaign with all
Leon Valley Schools to educate our students as well as reach parents (Leon Valley Elementary, Rita
Kay Driggers, John Marshall and Oak Hills High School). In addition, discussed our Challenges-Hard to
Count comprising of the homeless, gated communities, people who distrust the government, language
barriers and low internet access to proactively provide resolutions. Mayor Riley has reached out to
additional potential Census 2020 Count Committee/Ambassadors to ensure that we have an inclusive
representation from our community groups such as Government, Education, Community organizations,
Media, Workforce development, Business and Faith Based. Our next meeting is Monday, September 16,
2019 to continue our Complete Count Committee workplan progression.

Community Development Department

Zoning Code/Comprehensive Plan Revisions

o The Zoning Commission held meetings in August and September to discuss revisions to the
City’s zoning code. These meetings included discussion on mixed-use and redevelopment,
particularly along the Bandera Road Corridor. However, the current comprehensive plan and
future land Use plan (which is a component of the Comprehensive Plan) do not go into detail on
these topics; particularly on Bandera Road.

o The Comprehensive Plan is a policy document, created by the community that guides among
many things, the formulation/implementation of zoning. So it’s important that discussion
regarding mixed-use, redevelopment, and infill also occur at a comprehensive planning and
community level first, before the zoning code revision process continues.

o Future updates and revisions to the City’s Comprehensive Master Plan were discussed at the
City’s Town Hall meeting on January 26, 2019. Among the concerns that Leon Valley Citizens
had regarding future development, was economic and neighborhood stability.

o Staff is in the process of Developing a Request for Proposals for qualified firms to provide
assistance to the City in developing necessary updates to the Plan. Among the Comprehensive
Planning elements that Staff plans to address in the RFP are, Fiscal Impact Analysis, Future
Land Use Planning, and Transportation Planning.

o The Zoning Commission held a Special Meeting on Tuesday, September 10, 2019. The
following items were considered:
= CA-2019-10 (Code Amendment) - An amendment to Article 15.02, and Chapter 15,
Zoning Code, Appendix C, Sustainability, Gateway, and Commercial/Industrial Overlay
District Standards, regarding requirements for building materials and aesthetic methods
for construction.
= CA-2019-12 (Code Amendment) - An amendment to Chapter 15, Zoning Code,
Appendix C, regarding minimum rear yard setback requirements in the Sustainability
Overlay.
= CA-2019-06 (Code Amendment) - An amendment to Article 15.02, Zoning Code,
establishing the “PD” Planned Development Zoning District and associated use and
development standards.
o The next regular Zoning Commission meeting is tentatively scheduled for Tuesday, September
24, 2019. The following items are tentatively scheduled for consideration:
=  SUP-2019-08 (Specific Use Permit) - A Specific Use Permit for a Retail Development
(adjacent to Residential Lots) at 7125 Bandera Road.
= ZC-2019-02 (Zone Change) - A Zone Change to Remove the Sustainability Overlay
District Classification at 6617 Evers Road.
=  SUP-2019-01 (Specific Use Permit) - A Specific Use Permit for a Self-Service Carwash,
Full-Service Car Wash, and Auto-Detailing at 6617 Evers Road.
= ZC-2019-02 (Zone Change) - A Zone Change From B-2, Retail District with SO,
Sustainability Overlay District Zoning, to “PD” Planned Development District Zoning,
with B-2, Retail District Base Zoning, at 6617 Evers Road.
= SUP-2019-09 (Specific Use Permit) —A Specific Use Permit for Entertainment Indoor
Use at 6400 Bandera Road; generally located at the northwest corner of Grass Hill Drive
and Bandera Road.

o Board of Adjustment
= Staff has received a request for a variance at 6617 Evers Road. This request is currently
on hold pending the outcome of the associated zone change and SUP for this property.
= The Board of Adjustment is tentatively planning to hold a special meeting in September
to hold a training session for newly adopted variance criteria.

Plats

o Staff has an open replat request by Huebner Dirt Investments Ltd. for 2.418 acres located on
Huebner Road. The replat would potentially create 3 lots. The land is undeveloped and is
currently zoned B-1 and B-2. The applicant plans to request a rezoning of the property and has
postponed his plat application until that time. An SUP will also be required for new commercial
development on the site because it is adjacent to residential zoning.

o Staff has received an amending plat request for Linkwood Addition Lots 8 & 9. This purpose of
this plat is to combine these two lots into one lot in order to facilitate the development of this
tract which is generally located just south of Bush’s Chicken.
